havo seen them considered statistically, 
counted up aud accounted for, dealt 
with according to rule, theory or pot 
plan and satisfactorily disposed of in 
various -ways by tho pretentious econo- 
mist. 
As Gradgriud in "Hard Times" 


counted up, "So many hnndrcd hands in 
a mill, BO many hundred horse steam 
power," and as Dickens comments: 
"Bat not all the calculators of tho na- 
tional debt can toll the capacity for good 
or evil, for love or hatred, for the de- 
composition of virtuo into vice, or the 
reverse, at any single moment in the 
soul of ono of these, its quiet servants. 
* * * There is an unfathomable mystery 
In tho meanest of those forever. Suppos- 
ing '.ve wore to reserve our arithmetic 
for material objects and govern these 
awful unknown, quantities by other 
means." 


Tho prevailing idea is that the crim: 


iual classes aro a distinct set of beings, 
unlike tho rest of mankind and not to 
be considered in tho same manner. Even 
liberals and reformers speak of them 
much ns u botanist might of a noxious 
plant and are proposing some horrible 
measures in regard to them.

Governor Altgeld.iu his essuys on 
crime, shows how boys are turned into 
criminals in a detailed manner and 
most forcibly and eloquently. 


'Wicked men aro' not always crimi- 


nals. A really bad man is one who in- 
jures or corrupts others, who causes suf- 
fering or prevents his fellow beings 
from living free, natural, happy lives. 
The man who do these things to the 
fullest extent are not usually within 
prison walls; they are oftener found in 
higli aud respectable places. 
A groat 


landowner who holds great stretches of 
land away from the use of the homeless; 
a speculator in food products who makes 
produce cheap for tho struggling farmer 
and bread dear to tho city wagoworker; 
a great manufacturer who grinds his 
employees down to the starvation point 
and grows rich from their labor; the 
members of a great railroad corporation 
who rob the country through which their 
roads run, who steal the people's land, 
corrupt their legislatures, maim and kill 
and poorly requite their employees nnd 
call out the militia to shoot them down 
if they protest; rulers who prosecute 
tho poor, the unfortunate, the truth lov- 
ing—these commit the wicked deeds of 
society. What one poor, petty thief cun 
wreak such havoc of suffering on inno- 
cent men, women and children as ono 
such as these? 


conditions which now surround us, yat 
the fallacy underlying tho nr;;umeut is 
so gross, so absurd and therefore so 
fraught with evil that it is ruoro dan- 
gerous to tho cause of progress than all 
fbo sophistries of the enemies <;f reform. 
It is therefore well worth our while to 
examine it with the greatest caro and 
consider it in all its bearings.

If it takes two 
hours' labor from the digging of the 
iron ore of which tho blades are mado 
until tho clerk hands it to mo over tho 
counter, is it not honestly paid for with 
another article that also contains two 
hours' labor? And if not, why not? Is 
tho objection tho ono suggested—that 
tho pcnkuifo contains the labor of many 
men and wo cannot tell exactly how 
much each ono has contributed? 


This can ho learned more easily than 


its weight, notwithstanding the exist- 
ence of the splendid pair of scales just 
mr-utionod. Tho .open market is an indi 


Tho man in stripes is not mankind's i cutor that registers prices every hour 


protected aud holpsd along.tho fugitive 
slaves. Later, many good souls broke 
tho laws of their municipalities by giv- 
ing tramps food and clothing. 
We may 


remember, too, the many who have, 
since tho blacks are no longer chattels, 
pleaded the cause of white slaves too 
earnestly, and have suffered imprison- 
ment and even death in consequence. 
There aro noble "lawbreakers" behind 
tho bars today for teaching what they 
deem useful truths, and a. loving public 
has but recently warmly welcomed from 
a jail a man whom misrepresentations 
and "injunctions" have in vain tried to 
crush. So that after all it is no sign of 
inferiority, corruption or depravity Co 
be marked off from the rest of mankind 
as a "criminal." To be a criminal is to 
bo simply a lawbreaker, and we know 
the laws are not always true exponents 
of morality. 


But, it will be urged, we cannot deny 


that the great bulk of criminals are roal- 
ly bad—they have committed acts which 
everybody acknowledges aro wicked. 
Yes, the most of them have stolen prop- 
erty belonging to others, or have assault- 
ed and injured some one, or destroyed 
property, or perhaps killed a fellow be- 
ing. The theory of the law is that they 
are willful, voluntary lawbreakers, and 
that society locks them up to prevent 
them from committing more crime, and 
also to deter others from doing the like; 
it is never from revenge or retaliation. 
The important questions aro: How came 
they to bo criminals? Do tho present 
methods of dealing'withthein servo this 
theoretical purpose? 


A prisoner of tho state is mado the 


lowest slave of all slaves. Ho must not 
even speak without permission; he must 
toil hard and receive no returns; he 
must move, carry his head, bear himself 
in the most humble and subservient 
manner; he is bereft of his individuali- 
ty and is only a number; his disgrace 
wraps him about like a great black pall; 
it shuts out every prospect, every friend 
except a wider field of crime and other 
tainted and hardened criminals. 
Is 


such a life calculated to prevent him 
from committing more crime? And are 
others effectually deterred .from doing 
as he has done by the example? 


How is the "bad" 
criminal made? 


Evury one was once an innocent, de- 
pendent babe, new to the world and 
guileless as any mother's child ever 
bora. 
That .ho becomes a creature so. 


different must bo due to something the 
world has done to him. 
Sometimes he 


is bom with inherited tendencies to- 
ward wickedness and cruelty. But that 
is generally the result of generations of 
overworked and wronged mothers. More 
often ho is an average being, with the 
usual needs, longings and capabilities. 
His childhood was a 'inoro or less neg- 
lected state; his home was crowded, 
vitiated, comfortless. He had no oppor- 
tunities for a useful and natural exerciso 
of his powers. Bad a.ssooiates.'bad prac- 
tices oaiuo in his way every day of his 
life; good ones did not. He was ignor- 
ed ; he lacked everything that goes to 
build up a good moral character; ha saw 
hones'; industry poorly rewarded and 
found stealing comparatively easy. He 
drifted alniig into a road of crime as a 
castaway .fagot'drifts on -the turbid 
\% aters of n dark stream. 


Or he may be a man of ambition, of 


«rccc character and itromj desires. He 


greatest enemy. Learn to think of him 
i ai,d every minute. It in self sctiug, thus 


dispensing with a weighmaster. Sweep 
away tho restrictions, and price will 
fall to tho equitable point as surely as 
water will find its own level.

Cut the fish into neat slices, beat them 


lightly, season with white pepper and 
a very little salt and place them in a 
well buttered baking dish.

them a gill of light French wine or a 
wineglassfnl of sherry and about the 
iame of strained lemon jnico and let it 
cook in tho oven, covered with a but- 
tered paper, for 15 to 25 minutes, .ac- 
cording to thickness. For the sauce stir 
over tho fira an onnce of butter with an 
ounce of fine flonr till well blended, but 
not colored; then pour to it rather more 
than a gill of fish stock or boiling wa- 
ter, white pepper and salt to taste and 
let it all cook together^ifor 8 or 10 
minutes, then add to it the strained 
liquor from the fish. Let this all toil 
together for a minute, wring it through 
a-Cue sieve, add about one-Salf ounce of 
batter and stir this into the sauce till 
melted off tho fire. Dish'the fish steaks 
neatly, pour this sauca over them and 
serve. 


How to Prevent Cold Feet.

From 
her arrival here on Monday, Jan. -7, up to 
11 o'clock Thursday forenoon, her move- 
ments have beuu traced. Than comes a 
hiatus until 7 o'clock Friday evening, 
when she was last seen alive. This was ut 
Davo WalliuRford's saloon, where she and 
Jacksort were seen, and she drank a glass 
of mineral water. The rest of tho fitory 
has been told, barring certain gaps in, it 
which detectives arc now trying to 1111. 


The finding of tho hat last nigh t weak- 


ens tlie theory that a cab was used to take 
the murderers and their victim to Fori 
Thomas. It looks very much as if they 
went by thu. electric railway to Fort 
Thomas, committed tho clf^fl, and then 
walked back to the city, an?r finding this 
hat too conspicuous to bo hidden., left it 
where it would bo most likely to ba un- 
observed. 


Both Walling and Jackson yesterday re- 


peated thoir accusations of each other. Jack- 
son was anxious to know the state of pub- 
lic sentiment in regard to them, but would 
say nothing moro than he has already 
said. 
Meantime- euoh day brings sums 


new circumstantial revelation. 
Before 


another week the whole story will doubt- 
less come out. 
There is scarcely a doubt 


that Kentucky will have jurisdiction oi 
the case in the courts. . 


A Clew Prom Indianapolis. 


A dispatch from Indianapolis says that 


tho Fort Thomas murder mystery is now 
nearer a solution than it has been since 
tho headless body of Pearl Bryan was 
found. Lulu May Hollingswocth, one ol i 
Pearl Bryan's girl friends, has been board- j 
ing at 1 Henry street, and knows a good 
deal about the tragedy. 


Miss Hollingsworth's knowledge of tho 


case was brought to light yesterday 
through a letter written by Marshal E. 
Starr of Greencastle. 
The man who wrote 


tho letter is H. E. Ratcliff, a traveling 
salesman 
from Baltimore. He advised 


Marshal Starr to Investigate the matter, 
and the marshal arrived at Indianapolis 
yesterday afternoon. 
Detective Wilson 


was detailed to assist tho marshal. They 
called on Miss Hollingsworth. Sho wag 
not inclined to be communicative at first. 
They then decided to take her to the polico 
headquarters and have her questioned by 
Suporintendent Colbert. 


"SVhile her story is not complete in detail 


it shows that she knows a good deal about 
the death of Miss Bryan, iliss Hollings- 
worth says that on the afternoon of Jan. 
2B she was at the Union station and met 
Miss Bryan. She had visited in Green- 
castlo. and had become acquainted witli 
Miss Bryiin there. After the u.-uiivl greet- 
iugs wore over. Miss Bryan told her that 
Bho was in deep trouble. She explained 
its nature, and said Jackson was responsi- 
ble for her condition. She said it would 
never do for her people to hear of her dis- 
grace, and sho was going to Cincinnati to 
have an abortion performed. She asked 
Miss Holliugsworth the nature of drugs 
used in such cases, and Miss Hollings- 
wm-th told her what sho had heard was 
good. 


At this point in her story, Miss HoDings- 


wm-rh wavered. 
Sho said that certain 


drugs had been purchnsudtn Indianapolis, 
and that four* drug stores were visited. 
Sho would not tull tho names of the drugs, 
but said that whisky formed a large parts 
of tho mixture. She said the stuff pur- 
chiv-iod cost -ID cents. She admitted that 
the stud WHS purchased by a woman. 
Miss 
Holliugsvroi-tli said sho was ac- 


quainted with Jackson aud Wood, but 
had never mot Walling. The same even- 
ing Miss Bryan took a train for Cincin- 
nati. She sr.w Wood after that. He vis- 
ited Indianapolis tho following Friday, 
aud Miss Holiingsworth was at tho depot. 
Both of thorn betng acquainted with Miss 
Bryan, they talked about her trouble. 
Wood was on his way to South Bund, lud., 
aud left in a short time. 


Didn't Tell All. 


MissHollincSworth's manner of telling 


her story convinced the cilicers that she 
was holding Bomrthiiig back. She was 
subjected to a most rijiid examination, 
nud on several occasions sho lost her tem- 
per. 
Sho said she had not heard of the 


murder until two days ago. She. hud no 
idea that It would turn out sot bad, and 
said: 
"I am positive that Pearl was not 


murdered." . 


"Well, how do you know?" 
"I know," replied tho girl, "but I do not 


propose to tell." 


"Why not:"' 
"Simply because I do not intend to in- 


criminate myself. There was an occur- 
rence between Jackson, Pearl and myself 
that, wero I to tell of it, would clear up 
the mystery surrounding her death." 


"Why don't you tell it nud set the 


minds of her folks at rest?" 


"For this reason. It would incriminate 


me. However. I do not propose to see 
these boys hanged, and when tho last hope 
is ?one I will tell vfhat I know in order'to 
save their ueoks. They did not kill Pearl.". 


"How do you know they did not kill 


her?" 


"Because she died by her own hand. 
I 


Irnvc a theory. Pearl took the medicine 
liersolf. She was iu Jackson's room at 
the time. It had a different effect from 
ivhat was expected, and sho grew so bad 
ihat Jackson, saw she ws.s going to die. 
Hu knew that it would, never do to have 
her die in the house, so he secured a hack, 
nnd. assisted by Walling, took her across 
the river. She may have died on the way, 
or may Have been dead before they got her 
out of the room, and their object iu tak- 
ing her there was to hide the crime. When 
near Fort Thomas they cut off her head 
and disposed of it to avoid identification. 
See if it don't come out thnt way." 


Latei Miss Hollingsworth told the po- 


lico that she bought for Pearl Bryan three 
kinds of drugs at Indianapolis, arid was 
instructed to buy another drug aftJor she 
reached Cincinnati, but to be careful oj 


it, as it was deadly poison ana would KHI 
her if not used correctly. 
Miss Hollings- 


worth says that Pearl Bryan then said tr 
her: 
"I will go to Cincinnati and take 


tho stuff, and if it -kills me I will be noiu 
Jackson, und he will have to swing for it.' 


Miss HollinKsworth further says that 


Pearl was very bitter toward Jackson, 
who, shu claimed, was responsible for hei 
condition.

SEVEN DROWNED 


The Men Went Down With 


Schooner. 


OFF PLUM 
ISLAND AT SALIS- 


• 
BURY BEACH. 


The Allianoa's Captain and Two 


Men lost. 


NEW BACKS, FOR OLD 


AMESBURV, ilass., Feb. 10.—Schooner 


Florida, coal laden, for an eastern port, is 
a wreck half a mile off Salisbury beach. 
Tile Plum Island lifesavlng crew reached 
here last night and attempted to reach tho 
vessel with a line for the breeches buoy. 
Seven men were seen in the rigging when 
sho came ashore yesterday afternoon. 


The Florida went to pieces at 10 o'clock 


last night, when the masts gave way, let- 
ting tho seven occupants into the sea. 
Two of the bodies were washed ashore. 
The lifesaving crew could do nothing, as 
no boat could stand the sea. The vessel 
hailed from Belfast, Me. She struck tho 
saudbed, near where the schooner Jennie 
M. Carter WHS wrecked a year ago, in a 
treacherous spot. 


Big bonfires were bnilfc on the beach 


and attempts made by fishermen to reach 
the fated fchooner. Bombs with lines at- 
tached, thrown by Hfosaving crew, were j 
not caught by the sailors on the Florida, | 
who were in a benumbed condition. Five i 
of them were on the mizzenmast, one on ' 
the mainmast and the other on the bow-1 
sprit. During the evening hatches and! 
portions of the 
Florida's boats came • 


ashore. A portion of the lifesaving crew ! 
will patrol the beach on watch for other 
bodies. Several hundred people saw the 
wreck go to pieces. 


The lifesavers made a gallant effort at 


rescue. The hardy fellows pushed their 
lifeboat out into the towering breakers, 
and, manning the oars, pulled with zeal 
to make way, but their effort was futile. 
The boat was caught in the trough of tiio 
sen, was overturned, and their attempt to 
go to tho schooner had to bo abandoned. 


In tho meantime, during all that long 


wait, almost an eternity to the poor fel- 
lows in their perilous place ^i the rigging, 
with death awaiting them on all sides, 
they could be seen. What their feelings 
were as they saw darkness settling niay 
readily be conjectured. 


Lifted by the surging sea and moved by 


the gale, the vessel had been slowly forced 
farther toward the shore. Theu the life- 
savers made an effort to save the impris- 
oned and imperilled crew. They made 
her position as best their trained eyes and 
ears could place her, and fired the lifeline. 
ExperiencB told them that they had 
reached her, but that was the only result 
attained. 
•' 


Either the men had already succumbed 


to their fearful sufferings or had become 
so benumljed with cold that they could do 
nothing to make the lines fast, and the 
Hfesavera -were forced to abandon their 
efforts to save. 


In the meanwhile the seething, foaming 


and battering sea flad been at its work 
breaking and tearing at the vessel's side. 
At 10 o'clock she "was rapidly becoming a 
jnass of broken planks and splinters, and 
her masts had gone by the board. -An- 
other sea grave had received its victims. 


Wreck of the Allianca. 


The three masted schooner Allianca, 


whick left New l^.'k last Sunday, went 
ashors on Plum island last night, and was 
stove to fragments, four of the crew being 
saved and three drowned. 
The survivors

Well, not .quite; as national-tongues they 
are, but as factors in' our language tliey 
are not even slumbering."

epic poets passed to their reward, still 
the seven cities which then claimed to be 
the birth place of the one, are now multi- 
plied as far as respect for his name is con- 
cernsd.by tens of thousands, and the re-, 
spect paid- to the other by the mighty Au- .

tical politics—the gentlemen "who have 
been.sought and fouud by fat offices. The 
governor's conclusion id very hopeful con- 
sidering the many speckled characters 
ranked under the head of "Practical Poli- 
ticians." He says: 
..

"The conclusion of the whole matter 


then i.s that high and noble aims must be 
supplemented by careful, patient, 
intelli- 


gent labor—by unselfish courage and fidel- 
ity. And tliB people themselves must re- 
gard public service more justly, if not 
more charitably, than they seem to do at 
present. The outlook is encouraging; a 
tetter, nobler, more patriotic spirit is 
abroad in the country; men ' are finding 
that they must not censure, "but act—that 
they themselves are largely responsible for 
what they condemn, and. upon the whole. 
I believe we are approaching a new and 
better era of 'practical polities'." 


Those who read the governor's paper

From 
her arrival here on Monday, Jan. 27, up to 
11 o'clock Thursday forenoon, her move- 
ments have been traced. Then comes « 
hiatus uutll 7.o'clock Friday evening, 
when she was last seen alive. This was at 
Dave Wullingford's saloon, where she and 
Jackson were seen, and she drank a glass 
of mineral water. The rest of the story 
lias beun told, barring certain gaps iu it 
which detectives are now trying to fill. 


Thu lludiug of the hat last nigh t weak- 


ens the theoty that a cab was used to tako 
tho murderers and their victim to Fort 
Thomas. It looks very much as if they 
•went by thu electric railway to Fort 
Thomas, committed the dn£il, and then 
walked'back to tile city, anSrflnding this 
hat too conspicuous to bo .hidden, left it 
where it would be most likely to be un- 
observed.

A Clew From Indianapolis. 


A dispatch from Indianapolis says thai 


the Fort Thomas murder mystery is now 
nearer a solution than it lias been since 
the headless body of Pearl Bryan was 
found. Lulu May Hollingsworth, one ol 
Pearl Bryan's girl friends, has been board- 
ing at I Henry street, and knows a good 
deal about the tragedy. 
' Miss Holllngsworth's knowledge of the 
case was brought to light ' yesterday 
through a letter written by Marshal E. 
Starr of Greencastle. The man who wrote 
the letter is H. E. Katcliff, a traveling 
salesman from Baltimore. Ho advised 
Marshal Starr to investigate the matter, 
and the marshal arrived at Indianapolis 
yesterday afternoon. 
Detective Wilson 


was detailed to assist the marshal. They 
called ou Miss Hollingsworth. 
Sho was 


nofinclined to be communicative at first. 
They then decided to take her to the police 
headquarters and have her questioned by 
Superintendent Colbart. 


While her story is not complete in detail 


it shows that she knows a good deal about 
the death of Miss Bryan. Miss Hollings- 
worth says that on the afternoon of Jan. 
28 she was at the Union station and met 
Miss Bryan. She had visited in Green- 
castle, and had become acquainted with 
Miss Bryan there. After the usual greet- 
ings wore over. Miss Bryan told her that 
sho was ia deep trouble. She explained 
its nature, aud said Jackson was responsi 
bio for her condition. She said it would 
never do for her people to hear of her dis- 
grace, and she was going to Cincinnati to 
have an abortion performed. She asked 
Miss Hollingsworth the nature of drugs 
used in such cases, and . Miss Hollings- 
worth told her what she had heard was 
good. 


At this point in her story, Miss Hollings- 


worth wavered. 
She said thao certain 


drugs had been purchased in Indianapolis, 
and that four drug stores were visited. 
She would not tell the names of the drugs, 
but said that whisky formed a large part/ 
of the mixture. She said the stuff pur- 
chased cost 45 cents. She admitted that 
tho stuff was purchased by a woman. 
Miss 
Hollingswort-h said sho was 


qttainted with Jackson nnd Wood, but 
had never met Walling. The same even- 
ing Miss Bryan took a train for Cincin- 
nati. She sr.w Wood after that. He vis- 
ited Indianapolis the following Friday, 
and Miss Hollinjisworth was at the depot. 
Both of them being acquainted with Miss 
Bryan, they talked about her trouble. 
Wood was on his way to South Bend, Intl., 
and left iu a short time. 


Bldn't Tell All. 


Miss nollinpKworth's manner of telling 


her story convinced the officers that she 
was holding something back. She was 
subjected to a mosc rigid examination, 
aud on several occasions she lost her tem- 
per. 
Sho said she had not heard of the 


murder until two days ago. She had no 
idea that it would turnout'sp bad, aud 
said: 
"I am positive that Pearl was not 


murdered." 


"Well, how do you know?" 
"I know," replied the girl, "but I do not 


propose to tell." 


"Why not?" 
"Simply because I do not intend to in- 


criminate myself. There was an occur- 
rence between Jackson, Pearl and myself 
that, were I to tell of. it, would clear up 
the mystery surrounding her death." 


"Why d'on't you tell it and set the 


minds o£ her folks at .rest?" 


"For this reason. It would -incriminate 


me. However, I do not propose to see 
these boys hanged, and when the last hope 
is gone I will tell vfliat I know in order to 
save their necks. They did not kill Pearl." 


"Ho-,v do you know they did not-kill 


her>" 


"Because she died by her own hand. I 


havo a thoory. Pearl took the medicine 
lierself. She was in Jackson's room at 
the time. It had a different effect from 
what was expected, and she grew so bad 
shat Jackson saw she WHS going to die. 
Ho knew that it would never do to have 
her die in the house, so he. secured a hack, 
and. assisted by Walling, took her across 
the river. She may have died on the way, 
or may have been dead rjafore they got her 
out of the room, and their object in tak- 
ing her there wns to hide the crime. When 
near Fort Thomas they cut off her head 
and disposed of it to avoid identification. 
See if it don't coino out thafe way." 


• Latel Miss Hollingsworth .told the po-1 
. lice that she bought for Pearl B.ryan three 
kinds of drugs at Indianapolis, and was 
instructed to buy another 'drag after she 
reached Cincinnati, but to be careful of 


it, as it was deadly poison and would EUJ 
her if not used correctly. Miss Holliugs 
worth says that Pearl -Bryan then snid tc 
her: "I.will go to Cincinnati and take 
the stuff, and if it kills me -I will be nom 
Jacksou,-und he will have to swing for it.' 


Miss Hollingsworth further says that 


Pearl was% very bitter toward Jackson, 
who, 
she claimed, was responsible for hei 


condition.

A portion of the lifesaving crew 
will patrol the beach on watch for other 
bodies. Several hundred people saw tha 
wreck go to pieces. 


The lifesavers made a gallant effort at 


rescue. Tho hardy fellows pushed their 
lifeboat out into the towering breakers, 
and, manning the oars, pulled with zeal 
to make way, but their effort was futile. 
Tho boat was caught in the trough of the 
sea, was overturned, and their attempt to 
go to the schooner had to be abandoned. 


In tho meantime, during all that long 


wait, almost an eternity to the poor fel- 
lows in their perilous place 4P the rigging, 
with death awaiting them on all sides, 
they could be seen. What their feelings 
were as they saw darkness settling may 
readily be conjectured. 


Liftud by the surging sea and moved by
